1 . This action is responsive to communications: amendment, filed 6/30/2005, to the original application 
filed 8/14/1996 (Rule 60), IDS filed 4/21/1998.

Claims 47, 54, 56, 57, 61 are independent 
claims.

In regard to dependent claims 65-66, dependent claims 65 and 66 are rejected for being improper 
hybrid claims. The claims contain both system and method as the subject matter, since claims 65, 66 each recite 
"A method of...", which claims a method as well as the system of the independent claim on which claims 65 and 
66 depend. See Ex parte Lvell 17 USPQ2d 1548.
